Advice as to the varieties of roses 


best suited to a particular region-is' 
best obtained from the nearest grower 
or nurseryman. 
A different type of 


rose is needed for each of the various 
purposes for which roses are used. 
Those which are suitable for lawns 


~or borders will not give satisfactory j 
'cut flowers; special kinds are best lor ! 
arbors or trellises and other orna- 
mental purposes. 
In the opinion of 


the Unite'd States Department of Agri- 


, culture, roses are not very satisfac- 
tory for hedges, as most types are 


The Hybrid Tea -Rose. 


neither sufficiently compact nor suffi- 
ciently branched to make a really good 
hedge. 


Native species, and those least modi- 


fied by man's crossing and selection 
are most suitable for lawn and border 
planting. 
Border roses should*have 


little pruning, the removal of the dead- 
wood and the cutting of the whole 
bush to the ground every fiye to eight 
years being the best way of handling 
most varieties. 
A 


^Climbing roses used for arbors and 


trellises may ' be managed either to 
give an abundance of bloom or to pro- 
duce shade, but they cannot do both 
satisfactorily, anil. they are not well 
adapted to the production of shade as 
many other plants. 
Clfmbing roses 


should be primed Just after blooming 
oy having the wood of the previous 
year's growth removed. 


Cat-flower roses need clean culture, 


severe pruning and special care; there- 
fore they should be planted by them- 
selves in secluded beds and should 
not be used to beautify the grounds 
In place of the roses appropriate for 
lawns and borders. 
Cut-flower roses 


Should be cut e,ich spring to within 
six inches or one foot of .the ground 
for finest blooms, or one-third to one- 
half the wood should be left if the 
object is a large quantity of blooms. 


The essentials for satisfactory rose- 


growing are a well-drained retentive 


" soil, thoroughly enriched, preferably 
with rotted manure. Cut-flower roses 
particularly need heavy annual ma- 
nuring. 
Special care must be exer- 


cised to prevent the roots from drying 
when out of Hie ground for transplant- 
lug. Dormant roses should have from 
one-half t:o two-thirds of the wood re- 
moved at the time of transplanting. 
Watchfulness is: the prfrc^ of 


roses.

It contains statesmen who 


are politicians and politicians who are , 
not statesmen. 
It is rich in brains and [ 


in character. ' It is honest beyond any 
commercial standard. 
It wishes to do 


everything that will promote tthe public 
good. But it is poorly organized for ,the 
task that belongs to it. Fewer men of 
larger capacity would do' the task better. 


Ability is not lacking, but it is pressed 


to the point of paralysis because of an 
infinitude of details and an unwillingness 
on the part of the great body -'of public 
servants to take responsibility. 
Every- 


one seems to be afraid of everyone. The 
self-protective sense is developed abnor- 
mally, the creative sense atrophies. Trust, 
confidence, enthusiasm—these simple vir- 
tues (of all great businesgi are the ones 
most lacking in government organization. 


We have so many checks and brakes 


upon our work that our progress does 
not keep pace with the nation's require- 
ments. 
We. could save money for the 


government, if we had more discretion as 
to how we should use that given us.' 


For the body of the civil servants there 


should be quicker promotion or discharge 
and a sure insurance when disability 
cornea. 
For 
the higher administrative 


officers there should be salaries twice as 
high as those now given, and they should 
be made to feel that they are the ones 
responsible for the work of .the depart- 
ment, the head being merelj' an adviser 
and a constructor of policies. — 


As matters are now devised there are 


too, few in the government'whose busi- 
nesair.it is to plan. Every man is held to 
detail, to the narrower view, which comes 
too often to be the departrhent view or 
some sort ot parochial view. 
We need 


for the day that is here and upon us 
men who have little to do but study the 
problems of the time and test their ca- 
pacity at meeting them. In a word, we 
need more* opportunity for planning, en- 
gineering, statesmanship above, and more 
fixed authority and responsibility below. 


The employment methods of the gov- 


ernment could be improved. Under 
the civil -service law of 1883 a go&d 
system of competitive examinations 
and appointments on merit has been 
built up for the classes of positions 
covered by the law. But beyond cer- 
tification by the civil service commis- 
sion for appointment of those' appli- 
cants who are proved'by examination 
to be eligible, the merit system is not 
fully operative even in connection with 
the positions to which it applies. Hap- 
hazard practices in assignments of 
work and in promotions, over which 
no central authority. has jurisdiction, 
have brought about inequalities which 
are discouraging to the workers. Thjs

The President's 
predecessor in office also is charged 
more directly with attempting to do 
the same thing. There does not seem 
to be much politics in the viewpoints. 


It is said in Washington today fre- 


quently that the safeguarding of the 
Interests. of the United States may 
compel in the future, and perhaps not 
distant future, an American participa- 
tion in conferences yet to • be called, 
for there seems to'be a belief that the 
Genoa conference .may be succeeded 
by others. 


Politicians of both parties here say 


that the action of tb,e house in over- 
turning the majority party's report in 
favor of a small navy strengthened the 
position of the President as his party's 
leader. T»he ratification by the senate 
of the treaties resulting from>the re- 
cent international conference further, 
it is said, added to the strength of the 
President's position as party leader. 
All is not well yet between him and 
the majority in congress, but it seems 
to be generally believed that his com- 
plete leadership will be acknowledged 
by the party men in the coming con- 
gressional campaign. 


Views of Rusa'o-German Treaty.

sians and Germans, to the amazement 
and indignation of representatives of 
other nations, entered into their pact 
at Genoa.
